„ohor, the southernmost state of Peninsular Malaysia, 

~ is made up of eight districts comprising Johor Bahru, 
Pontian, Batu Pahat, Muar, Mersing, Kota Tinggi, Kluang 

and Segamat. It has a long coastline flanking the Straits of Malacca 

on its western seaboard and the South China Sea on the east. 


Its capital city, Johor Bahru, or ‘JB’ as it is popularly known, is the 
main administrative centre for the state government and a bustling 
commercial hub. This southernmost Malaysian city sits right next 

to the national boundary between Malaysia and Singapore where 
they are connected via the Causeway. Thirty kilometres southwest 
of Johor Bahru is the Second Link which connects Tanjung Kupang 
to Tuas in Singapore. Located within the district are the Sultan Ismail 
International Airport, Johor Causeway, Second Link and the Johor 
Bahru International Ferry Terminal. 


Johor's vast landscape is characterised by plantations of pineapple, 


rubber, coconut and oil palm on the fringes of which also nestle 
tranquil kampungs and quaint fishing villages. Retaining much of 
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its natural splendours, the state 
has miles of golden sandy beaches 
and beautiful offshore islands with 
clear waters which are excellent 
for diving. It is also endowed with 
several forest reserves. Nature 
lovers will find a visit to the 
Endau-Rompin National Park an 
unforgettable experience. Johor 
also boasts some of the best golf 
courses in the country.

Managed by the Johor Heritage Foundation, the 
museum is home to artefacts as well as relics, and provides 
information on past Johor sultanates, early encounters with the 
Portuguese, Dutch, Achehnese and other regional powers from 
the 16th to the 18th centuries.

A diverse variety of natural attractions ranging from 
ancient rainforests, beautiful flora and fauna to thriving 


wetlands, cascading waterfalls and charming farms await 
visitors to Johor. 
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Endau-Rompin National Park 

This national park covers an area of approximately 92,000ha of rich 
flora and fauna, encompassing the rivers of Endau and Rompin. It 
straddles across two states, on the south of Pahang and the north 
of Johor which takes up approximately 48,905ha. Visitors will be 
amazed at the sight of the rare fan-palm trees with leaves shaped 
like giant-spoked wheels. It is also the home to the largest surviving 
population of Sumatran Rhinoceros in Peninsular Malaysia. 


There are some 26km of jungle trails within the park, the most d 
well-trodden being the gruelling 16km trail from Kuala Jasin to 4 
Batu Hampar and Buaya Sangkut. Only a limited area is open to | 
the public, and visitors are reguired to obtain special permits ۱ 
from the Johor National Park Corporation. Various tour operators | 
offer guided tours to certain areas of the reserve and will arrange 

for the necessary permits, river and road transport as well as 
accommodation.

(gendang). The dance denotes warriors on horseback in battle and 
slowly gaining momentum until it becomes more vigorous when 
victory is celebrated.
